Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  state  of  public  health  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Printon  and  Walton.  Last  year  we  produced  the  Annual  Report 
in  duplicated  form,  rather  as  an  experiment.  In  view  of  the 
success  of  this  innovation  it  is  intended  to  continue  with 
this  type  of  production  both  in  the  interest  of  ecomony  and 
early  presentation.  The  section  on  vital  statistics  and  my 
comments  will  again  appear  separately  in  the  Report. 

INPECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  of  73  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  was  65  less  than  the  previous  year,  the  low  incidence 
of  measles  being  the  primary  cause.  Sonne  Dysentery  was 
prevalent  during  the  year  throughout  the  country,  although 
only  14  cases  were  notified  as  occurring  in  the  District. 

Pive  individuals  contracted  Pood  Poisoning,  but  in  each  case 
this  was  caused  by  faulty  food  handling  in  the  Home. 

BilMUNISATION 

A large  number  of  the  public  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  facilities  offered  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  by 
the  County  Health  Service. 

Many  people  are  now  protected  against  the  disease 
and  it  would  seem  that  this  might  cause  a change  in  the 
pattern  of  future  outbreaks.  Epidemiologists  will  watch 
with  considerable  interest  any  change  of  this  nature. 
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We  must  however  continue  to  call  the  attention  of 
parents  to  the  importance  of  whooping  coi.igh  and  diphtheria 
immunisation  and  to  vaccination  against  smallpox,  all  of  which 
are  most  important. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  November  a National  "Guard  that  Fire"  Campaign 
was  launched  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  support  from  Local 
Authorities. 


In  my  Districts  the  campaign  was  well  patronised. 
Fire  Officers  gave  lectures  in  the  schools, ironmongers  staged 
displays  of  Fire  Guards,  leaflets  v\^ere  distributed  and  in  the 
cinemas  short  films  v/ere  projected  as  part  of  the  programme. 
Our  thanks  must  be  recorded  to  all  those  who  co-operated  in 
making  the  campaign  a success.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
as  a result  of  this  propaganda  the  number  of  burning  accidents 
in  the  home  will  be  considerably  reduced. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  given  much  time 
to  discussing  the  sewerage  problems  in  the  District.  The 
Council's  Engineering  Consultants  have  been  instructed  to 
prepare  schemes  to  eradicate  the  flooding  which  from  time  to 
time  occurs  in  parts  of  the  District.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Consultant  Engineers  will  proceed  with  all  speed  in 
submitting  their  plans  and  that  the  Council  on  receiving  them 
will  be  able  to  act  with  despatch.  The  continued  flooding 
particularly  in  time  of  summer  storms  is  not  only  unpleasant 
but  prejudicial  to  health. 

GENERAL 


It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Council  as  a v/hole 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.  To  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  I express  my  thanks  for  their  work 
during  the  year.

A specimen  of  bone  meal,  purchased  locally,  was 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Chelmsford  at  the  request  of  the  Director. 
Investigations  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Laboratory  into 
the  incidence  of  pathogens  in  fertilizers  of  animal  origin 
and  in  associated  feeding  stuffs. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  whole  of  the  v;ater  supplied  to  the  District 
was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station  of  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  The  quantity  of  water  supplied 
in  the  twelve  months  ended  3ist.  December,  1958  amounted  to 
176.816  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
0.484  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  O.669  million  gallons 
per  day.  The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  w'as 
149*930  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
0.411  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken  through  trade 
meters  was  26.886  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consvmption  of  0.074  million  gallons.  The  total  number  of 
connections  (domestic  and  trade)  made  to  the  Company's  mains 
was  140.  Approximately  837  yards  of  new  mains  of  3"  and  4" 
diameter  were  laid  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Laboratory 
reported  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  findings  upon  samples 
of  the  Kirby-le-Soken  Water  Supply  sent  for  routine 
examination.  The  source  of  the  water  is  an  underground 
stream,  piped  from  a collecting  chamber  to  the  main  street  of 
the  Village  - and  a few  cottagers  rely  on  the  v/ater  for  all 
domestic  purposes.  Action  v/as  taken  immediately  in 
collaboration  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Supply,  and 
arrangements  made  for  the  collecting  chamber  and  v/ater  service 
pipes  to  be  cleansed  and  sterilized,  and  for  improvements  to 
be  carried  out  to  the  collecting  chamber.  Diminishing 
contamination  was  later  reported  by  the  Laboratory  upon 
further  successive  samples  of  the  water  sent  for  examination, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  condition  of  the  water  v/ill  be 
satisfactory  early  in  1959*  I't  is  thought  probable  that  the 
frequent  and  intensive  rainfalls  experienced  during  1958, 
caused  surface  contamination  to  penetrate  and  pollute  the 
Supply, 

Private  well  supplies  are  kept  under  observation, 
and  the  water  sampled  from  time  to  time.  A polluted  v/ell 
was  closed  during  the  year.

Severe  infestation  by  rabbits  of  a large  tract  of 
scrubland  adjacent  to  private  houses  on  the  cliffs  lying 
between  Erinton-on-Sea  and  Walton-on-Naze,  was  referred  to 
the  Essex  Agricultural  Committee.

CARAVANS  AND  CAI/IPING  SITES 

Two  new  caravan  camping  sites  were  licensed  during 
the  year  under  review.  There  are  now  nine  camping  sites  in 
the  Urban  District,  involving  some  44  acres  of  land  licensed 
to  accommodate  1,063  caravans.  All  are  seasonal  camps, 
provided  with  modern  sanitation,  main  drainage  and  mains  v;ater 
supply.  Conditions  of  Licence  are  rigorously  enforced, 
ensuring  effective  sanitary  control  of  the  sites.  Refuse 
from  camps  is  removed  regularly  by  the  Council's  refuse 
vehicles,  the  removal  v/ork  being  undertaken  at  the  expense  of 
site  operators. 

Licences  v/ere  also  granted  in  respect  of  three 
individual  caravans  used  for  seasonal  holiday  purposes, 

ESSEX  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1952  - HOUSEBOATS 

The  Council  gave  consent  to  the  mooring,  subject 
to  compliance  with  Conditions  relating  to  sanitation  generally, 
of  14  houseboats  in  and  adjoining  the  Yacht  Club  Tidal  Basin, 
V/alton-on-Naze .

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INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  MD  OTHER  POODS 


There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District. 
Most  of  the  meat  supplied  to  the  area  is  obtained  by  local 
purveyors  from  wholesale  suppliers.  One  or  two  purveyors 
arrange  for  live  animals  to  be  slaughtered  in  a private 
licensed  slaughterhouse  in  an  adjoining  District,  Meat  and 
foods,  under  preparation  and  exposed  for  sale,  are  inspected 
from  time  to  time  and  as  occasion  arises.

UNSOUND  PLOUR  CONFECTIONERY 

Pollov/ing  the  sale  of  a pre-packed  cake,  satis- 
factory in  appearance  but  subsequently  found  when  un-wrapped 
to  bo  in  stale  and  mouldy  condition,  the  Council  made 
representations  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Pood  regarding  the  desirability  of  introducing  a 
requirement  that  the  date  after  which  the  keeping  life  of 
such  products  will  expire,  should  be  marked  on  wrappers  by 
the  manufacturers.  The  Minister  stated  in  reply  that  for  a 
number  of  reasons  it  would  not  be  reasonable  or  necessarily 
satisfactory  to  make  it  obligatory  for  packeted  goods  to  be 
marked  with  the  date  of  packing,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  effective  protection  is  given  to  the  consumer  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  which  make  it  an 
offence  to  sell  food  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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MILK  SUPPLY 


There  is  one  registered  dairy  in  the  area.  The 
"building,  plant  and  equipment,  and  arrangements  for  the 
pasteurization,  handling  and  distri'bution  of  milk  are 
satisfactory.  The  milk  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is 
obtained  from  local  dairy  farms  and  Dairy  Companies  having 
premises  outside  the  area. 

Registered  distributors  of  milk  number  8. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  , 

Designations)  Regulations,  1949?  6 dealers  were  granted 
licenses  authorizing  the  use  of  the  special  designations 
Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilized  in  relation  to 
milk  sold  locally. 

ICE-CRKIM 

Pre-packed  ice-cream  is  sold  throughout  the  area 
under  satisfactory  conditions.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there 
v/ere  55  vendors  of  ice-cream  on  the  Register.  There  are  no 
manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  area. 

B^IKEHOUSES 

The  9 bakehouses  received  some  48  visits  of 
inspection,  and  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out 
following  informal  action.  There  are  no  underground  bake- 
houses in  the  area. 


POOD  HYGIENE 

Advico  and  instruction  in  the  important  matter  of 
food  hygiene  are  given  food  handlers  during  regular  and  casual 
visits  to  foodshops  and  catering  premises.  Every  opportunity 
is  taken  to  remind  managements  and  staffs  of  their 
responsibilities  in  this  direction.  Experience  shows  the 
necessity  of  frequent  inspection  of  premises  and  supervision 
of  food  handlers. 
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PUBLIC  CLEiiKSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION,  RailOVAL  Al'TD  DISPOSAL 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all 
dwelling-houses,  and  removed  for  disposal  by  modern  side  and 
rear-loading  motor  vehicles.  Throe  vehicles  are  engaged  in 
the  work  all  the  year  round.  An  additional  motor  refuse 
vehicle  is  used  for  a fev^  weeks  in  the  summer  to  assist  in 
the  v;ork.  Trade  refuse  is  removed  hy  arrangement. 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the 
year  is  estimated  to  have  been  3 >800  tons.  Income  from  the 
removal  of  refuse  from  camping  grounds  and  trade  premises 
amounted  to  £788. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  incineration  and  semi 
controlled  tipping  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Site  in  Maltings 
Lane,  Kirby- lo-Soken.  Two  men  are  employed  on  the  site  in 

the  disposal  of  refuse,  sorting  salvageable  materials,  baling 
waste  paper,  making  up  and  maintaining  vehicle  access  tracks, 
and  miscellaneous  work  in  the  maintenance  of  the  site.  There 
are  no  mechanical  aids  in  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Rodents  are  controlled  by  regular  poisoning 
campaigns,  and  anti-fly  measures  are  undertaken  regularly 
during  the  Spring/Autumn  period. 

The  Council’s  Dustbins  Scheme  operates  very 
satisfactorily.  Some  95  defective  dustbins  at  dwelling- 
houses  were  replaced  by  new  bins  under  the  Scheme.

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STREET  SCAVENGING 


In  July,  1958 > the  Council  purchased  a Lewin 
Orderly  street  sweeping  machine  at  a cost  of  £2,6l8.  The 
machine  has  been  continuously  in  operation  since  its  purchase, 
and  a much  higher  standard  of  carriageway  cleaning  has  been 
achieved. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  enlargement  and  modernization  of  the  male 
section  of  Church  Road  Car  Park  Public  Conveniences  in 
'Valton-on-Naze,  was  completed  early  in  1958" 


SUNSHINE  AND  RAINFALL  RECORDS 

Readings  were  taken  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Meteorological  Station,  7alton-on-Naze.  The  total  sunshine 
for  1958  v/as  1555*9  hours,  with  a maximum  monthly  total  of 
221  hours  in  July,  and  a maximum  daily  total  of  14*9  hours 
on  14th  June.  During  the  yeq.r  there  were  66  sunless  days. 

During  the  same  twelve  months  29*34  inches  of 
rain  fell,  the  heaviest  monthly  total  being  3*58  inches  in 
January,  and  the  greatest  amount  of  rain  in  one  day  was  I.83 
inches  on  26th.  May,  There  was  no  rain  for  195  days  of 

1958. 
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
